Washington, Jan. 16. — President 
Roosf>\f'lt has been assured by Sena- 
toi« Aldricb. Lodgo and Spooner ot 
tteoir u«ii«ti tbat tae Cuban reolproo- 
itj treaty would be ratified by tho 
jaeiuite. Tbe three senators had a con* 
ference with the president, prior to 
cabinet meeting and went over the 
■ttttation with him oai^ally. It was 
•tated tbat tba treaty was amended 
mf tbe foreign relation! committee 
Mid was satisfactory, practically to 
every Republican senator and that 
the opposition now was confined to 
the Democratio tide. 
' President Rooeeyeit received from 
Emperor William of Germany, 
through Count Von Quadt, charge of 
tbe Germany embassy, an edition de 
laze of a work entitled "The Reform 
of the Higher Sebool System in Prue^ 
ela." The frontispiece of the work, 
which, of course is In German, Is an 
excellent portrait of the German em- 
peror. The book is a beautiful spec- 
imen of the finest German printing 
and binding and deals with a snbjeot 
In whicb tbe emperor is interested 
deeply. President Roosevejt express- 
ed his gratification for the gift. 

' Railway Officials Explains. 
Washington, Jan 16.— The Pennsyl- 
'aaia railroad, tbe Pennsylvania com- 
pany (tbe Pennsylvania lines weet of 

Pittsburg), the Delaware, uiekawan- 
na and Western and th§ Lehigh Val- 
ley railroad, have submitted to the In- 
terstate commerce commission state- 
ments tbat tbe increase In freight 
rates on grain and grain products, 
dressed meats and packing bodse pro- 
ducts and a few other commodities 
are merely restorations to a usual or 
reasonable basis and are justified by 
laoreaslag expenditures. It is claim- 
ed thai during periods of commercial 
(h'presslon rates are rrdticed, but 
when business is active and profitable 
to manufacturers and shippors. it ia 
reasonable that railroads should share 

Uk it. 

Coal Transportation. 
Washington, Jan. 16.— The house 
committee on meroant marine and 

flshertos directed that a subcommit- 
tee of five be appointed to begin the 
Investigation Into the subject of coal 
transportation which tbe house has 
antborised tbe committee to make. It 
is probable that this subcommittee 
■will first go to Boston to take testi- 
mony. Hearings also will be held in 
Washington by the remainder of the 
committee. The list of witnesses to 
be summoned here has dot yet been 
prepard. 

Cuetems Colleeters Instructed. 

Washington. Jan. 16.— The treasury 
department received an official certi- 
fied copy of the act placing coal on the 
free list Upon its receipt, the de- 
partment telegraphed the necessary 
Instruction to collectors of customs 
throughout the country directing thom 
to put the act Into Immediate effect. 
The telegram read as follows: "Ad- 
mit all coal imported on or after flf- 
teeuth insUnt, free ot duty under the 
set of fifteent h tnst C iopy by mail." 

For Kxhiblts at tt. Louis. 
Washington, Jan. 16.— Tbe bouse 
committee on Industrial arts and hx- 

hibits authorized a favorable report on 
the bin appropriating $100,000 for an 
agricultnral ooUege exhibition at tho 
Louisiana purchase exposition at St 
Itouls. Amendments were made to 
the bill providing for an appropria- 
tion of 150,000 to aid tbe residents ot 
Alaska to make an exhibit . 

Cuban Sentiment 
Washington, Jan. 16.— The state de- 
partment has received from I'nitod 
States Minister Squlers at Havana a 
report upon the progress there of the 
reciprocity treaty with the United 
Btatee. The report is based upon aa- 
Bu ranees that the Cuban administra- 
tion is highly favorable to early rati- 
leatlon of the tre«ty by the Oabaii 
tenate.

Am Agreement Kettcfaed Kegarding 
Certaia Wage Statements. 

Philadelphia, Jan. 16— The Erie 
company, whlcb operates tbe Hillside 
Coal and Iren company and tbe Penn- 
sylvania Coal company, closed its 
case before the coal strike commis- 
sion and was followed by the Scran- 
ton Coal company and the Klk Hill 
Coal and Iron company, which turn 
thetr coal over to the Ontario and 
Western railroad When tbe session 
opened, counsel for both the miners 
and the Erie announced that the dif- 
ference existing between the two par- 
ties, regarding the compilation of cer- 
tain wage statements to be presented 
to the commission, are being amica- 
bly adjusted by the experts represent- 
ing each side. 

Tbe Erie then rested its ease, with 
tbe exception of the calling of one 
witness and the Scranton Coal com- 
pany and the Elk Hill company then 
presented its side of the controversy. 
James E. Burr of Scranton, ot counsel 
for the two companies, made tbe pre- 
liminary statement. 

William Allen. Inside division su- 
perintendent of the Elk Hill Coal and 
Iron company, was called. He said 
that during his St years' experience in 
the eoaf regions he bad never heard 
of the existence of a black list. Wit- 
ness told of insubordination. The 
company promised to give breaker 
boys a sleigh ride. The snow melted 
and because they did not get the ride 
all of them struck, tying up the col- 
liery. Another colliery shut down be- 
cause the men struck upon the refus- 
al of one man to show a union card. 
He also told of cases of lawlessless.

Sncceaaftil Rxperlment la Bellevue 

HoKpltal, New York. 
New York, Jan. 16 — At the last 
meeting of the New York Obstetrical 
society. Dr. Charles C. Barrow ot this 
city, submitted a report of an experi- 
ment with formaline, a drug known 
as the strongest of antiseptics, which 
he bad made In Bellevue hospital on a 
patient, who after giving birth to a 
child bad a temperature of 106 de- 
grees and a pulse of 160. When the 
patient was admitted she was suffer- 
ing from septlcis. or blood poisoning. 
A blood culture was taken and It was 
to-be found full of septicaemia. After 
the injection of formaline the patient 
recovered rapidly. The belief at the 
start was that the rmtlent was <lyin>; 
and most radical measures were used 
to save life. Five hundred cubic 
centimetres of formaline were inject- 
ed Into the left arm. The effect seem- 
ed, according to Dr. Barrow's report, 
to be almost instantaneous. A second 
Injection was given her and her pulse 
and temperature tell to normal. The 
patient is now reeove'ring. 

Embexxlement Charged. 
Burlington, la.. Jan. 16. — Tbe grand 
jury has returned Indictments against 

H. K. Roepke of Canton. O,. and C. 
W. Gray of Philadelphia, for larceny 
by embezzlement. They came to Iowa 
last April to introduce a newspaper 
circulation scheme by giving books 
as premiums. They made a contract 
with the Evening Gazette, which fur- 
nished them the books to deliver to 
subscribers. After collecting nearly 
$400 they disappeared the night be- 
fore they were to make tbe account- 
ing and have not been heard from 
since. Efforts will be made to locate 
them, and bring them to Burlington 
for trial. 

Block Burned. 
Chicago, Jan. 16.— Fire destroyed a 
large mannfacturing block at Canal 
and Madison streets, causing a loss 
estimated at $100,000, and caused a 
panic among the guf.'sts of the Grand 
Central adjoining. For a time It was 
feared the hotel would be destroyed 
and many of the inmates fled in scant 
attire into tbe street. Among the 
heaviest losers are the Simonds Man- 
ufacturing company, F. F. Oump and 
Company, Eureka Manufacturing 
Company, and th« Western Brass 
worki. Most of the oonoems occupy- 
pylng the building were engaged in 
the machinery business.

Meiaeoger Boy In the DIoekhouse 
Held Responsible For Wreck. 
Idst of Victims or tke 
Disaster. 



Comberland, Md., Jan. 16.— Through 

the alleged Interffrcncr of a messen- 
ger boy a wreck was cau.sed on the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad east of 
Cumberland, in whioh four employes 
of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad 
were killed and three injured. Three 
of the men killed lived In Baltimore 
and the fourth was a resident of Cum- 
berland. The killed: W. T. Slmms, 
engineer; W. J. Moran, fireman; H. 
D. Sneerlnger, fireman; John Butter, 
engineer. Those injured: T. J. Hen- 
drlx, conductor, Baltimore, bruised 
about the body; W. N. Christopher, 
engineer, Baltimore, bruised; — Kin* 
ney, conductor. Cumberland. 

Tbe wreck was due to the display- 
ing of a false signal, giving a clear 
track for eastbound passenger train 
No. 10, when in the next block ahead 
there was standing on the track a 
eaboose and two engines. Tbe pas- 
senger train was drawn by two en- 
gines and these crashed through the 
caboose and engines which obstrucf- 
ed the track. Luckily tbe train had 
not attained its full speed and was 
only moving at the rate of about 20 
miles an hour when the collision 
came.» The postal car of the passen- 
ger train was derailed, but the pas- 
senger eoaehes d^ not leave tbe 
track, and the ooenpMts saeaped in- 
jury. 

It Is charged that a messenger boy 
named Turner, who was in the block 
tower when No. 10 came along, bear- 
ing the engineer's whistle for clear 
tracks, pulled a lever giving him a 
clear signal. 

The operator had. It Is explained, 
previously set the signal at danger. 
While bis attention wss being devot- 
ed to communicating with tbe sue- 
cee<Ung block station, the boy. It is 
alleged, pulled the lever that gave 
the train the signal that it had a clear 
track ahead and the operator was not 
aware what was done until tbe crash 
came. After the wreck, the passen 
ger train was taken back to Cumber- 
land, subsequently to Baltimore. The 
Injured were sent to the hospital in 
this city. 

HO TiDnras 

Of the Overdue Atiierlcan Mne 8teair* 
ship 8t. LouIh. 
New York, Jan. 16.— No tidings 
have yet been received ot the Ameri- 
can liner St Louis. The missing 
steamer left Cherbourg Jan. 4 and is 
six days overdue. A feeling of alarm 
Is felt as to its fate. Clement A. Grls 
com of tbe American line, said: "It 
has been said tbat the steamer has 
leaky boilers. I do not know tbat 
she has. There are thousands of 
small tubes on which the flames play 
to heat the water. If. as sometimes 
happens, some of these tubes leak 
enough to damp the fire, it Is neces- 
sary to plug them up. This does not 
mean that there is serious damage, 
but it does mean that you have less 
surface to heat the water, and so less 
steam. I do not think the St Louis Is 
in trouble, but she Is not making very 
fast time." 

8t Louis Not Sighted. 
Havre, Jan. 16.— Tbe French line 
steamer La Lorraine, from New York, 
Jan. 8, which h4s arrived here, did 
not sight the steamer St Louis. 

Cardinal l*aroeehl's Successor. 

Rome, Jan. 16. — Cardinal Seraflno 
Vannutelli has been appointed vice 
chancellor of tbe Catholic church, In 
suocesslon to the late Cardinal Faroe- 
Chi. Tbe baste with which the pope 
filled the vacant ofllce Is much eom- 
meated upon. Cardinal Vannutelli Is 
now regarded as tbe probable succes- 
sor of Pope Leo, as vice chancellor of 
tbe church is one of the hii^best po- 
sitions in the papacy. 

Thamea Frozen Over. 

London, Jan. 16. — ^For the first time 
In many years, the Thames Is frozen 
over. At Marlow the loe Is nearly an 
Inch thick. The drift ice has formed 
in solid packs on the river at Windsor 
and Richmond. Intensely cold weath- 
er provails. which has largely increas- 
ed the number of unemployed, as 
muoh outdoor work baa been sus- 
pended. . 

San Francisco, Jan. 16.— The, condi- 
tion of Frank McConnell, tbe pugilist, 
who was knocked out and probably 
faUlly injured by Spider Welch in a 
prize fight, is extremely critical. He 
has not yot recovered consciousness. 
McConnell is a sailmaker by occupa- 
tion and Is said to be the sole support 
of his mother and five small children.

ColumbuB.O., Jan. 16. — The O^lo 
Mine Wurkt^Ts' convention concluded 
Its work here and tbe delegates left 
for Indianapolis to attend the nation- 
al convention, Tbe scale committe<> 
in its report recommended that the 
Ohio miners demand a 25 i)er cent in- 
crease in wages. All the officers ut 
the Ohio organisation have been giv- 
en material, inoreasee in their salar- 
ies. President Haskins and Secre- 
tary Savage were voted $100 per 
month. 

Important action was taken relative 
to tbe control of government by in- 
JunotioB, tbe miners calling upon oon- 
greas to i^mody the evil by, first 
classification Of causes subject for 
Jurisdiction of f^'dcral judges; second, 
before Injunction are issued they must 
bo approved by two or more elective 
Jodgea; third, defendants must an- 
swer fai SO days or lees; fourth, appli- 
cant for Injunction must submit reason- 
able proof under penalty of imprison 
ment for perjury; fifth, the Judge is- 
salng the lajuaetion shall not sit in 
tho trial; sixth, right of trial by Jury 
In contempt cases from Injunction. 
Tbe attitude of Ohio congressmen and 
senators on this matter will be aseer- 
tabled and filed tor future action.

Old Ofllcen Koolfcted, ItesolutloM 
Adopted and ^>ollle Minor BusI* 
ness Cleared Up— Featnrea 
off the Final Session. 



Kansas City, Jan. 16.— The sixth an- 
nual ronvention of the National live- 
stock association finished its labors 
here. The work of the laat aeasloaa 
consisted in passing on resolutions 
tevorably recommended by the ex- 
ecutive committee. In the delivery 
and discussion of several addresses of 
Interest, in the naming of a conven- 
tion city and in confirming tne old of- 
ficers for the ensuing year, ail ct 
whom had been recommended for re- 
election. The officers are: John W. 
i?pringer, Denver, president; John M. 
Holt, Miles City, Mont, first vice 
president; P. J. Hasenbarth, Salt Lako 
City, second vice president; Oeorgo 
L. Goulding, Denver, treasurer; 
Charles F. Martin, Denver, secretary; 
Fred P. Johnson, Denver, assistant 
secretary. 

Hon. William M. Springer spoke on 
"The Proposed Merging of the Pack- 
ing Plants of the Country, the Effect 
and Remedy." He detailed at length 
the proceedings in equity begun by 
Attorney General Knox in Chicago 
last May agatnst the 80<Milled "beef 
trust," and (Icrlarcd that if members 
had information that the defendants 
had violated the temporary injunction 
granted by the federal court, such in- 
formation should be famished at 
once to the attorney general of tho 
United States. Mr. Springer contin- 
ued: "The pending suit in Chicago 
has had the effect, so far, to prevent 
the organisation by the defendants of 
a great merger corporation, capitalis- 
ed at several hundred millions of dol- 
lars, for the purpose of uniting all 
the packing plants in this county into 
one organization to be managed and 
controlled by one board of trustees. 
The raisers of live stock tn this oonn- 
try would. If such merger corpora- 
tion were formed, be conipelled to 
sell all their products to one pur- 
chaser, and that purchaser would fix 
the prices to be paid, the number of 
live stock to be purchased and the 
places at which they would purchase 
and pay for the same. Clentlemen of 
this convention, are you ready and 
willing to subject all your Interests to 
such a condition? If not, you owe it 
to yourselves to aid the government 
of the United States In all its efforts 
to prevent the formation of such a 
merger corporation." 

At a meeting of the executive com- 
mittee of the National Livestock as- 
soriation the following rpsnlutinns ro- 
ceived favorable recommeiulatiou and 
were adopted by the convention: En- 
dorsing tbe omnibus statehood bill 
for New Mexico, Arisona and Okla- 
homa: I'liilrrsinj; the policy of the ag- 
ricultural (lepartmiMit in its efforts to 
eradicate poisonous plants on the 
ranges; indorsing tbe Tongue Pure 
food bill, which Is now before con- 
gross asking that body to Immediate- 
ly pass the bill: asking the agricul- 
tural department to repeal the forest 
exclusion order and protesting against 
the government setting ^iue vast 
tracts of land for game preserves; 
transferring the administration of the 
affairs of tlic for^ :^t n^serves tO the 
department of asrioulture. 

Shoe Cutters' Strike. 
Lynn, Mm^s . Ian ir,.--Sl!()e cutters 
to the number of 200 employed in nine 
factories here went on strike. Up 
wards of 3.000 hands are indirectly 
involved, and unii'ss the places of 
those who havi> stiippiMl worii aro fill- 
ed promptly a complete shutdown ot 
the factories is threatened The 
strike was ordered by the Knights ot 
Labor, following the presentation ol 
a new price list by the cutters' union 
of that organization. It Is averred 
tbat the action violates a contract be 
tween tbe manufacturers aad the boot 
and shoe workers' union. 

Rival Unlene and a ttrike. 

Chicago, Jan. 16. — War between 
rival labor organizations resulted in a 
lockout of 4.000 workers, including 
about 2,000 women. For several 
months, it Is gathered, the United Gar- 
ment Workers of America and the 
Special Order Clothing Makers have 
been In a controversy over a question 
of jurisdiction and tbe employers 
have decided the latter must give way 
and Join the Garment Workers. The 
Clothing. Workera. howovor, refased 
to desert their onion and the lookout 
resulted.

Fbankfobt, Ky., Jan. 15.— J. B. Mat- 
thews, of Somerset, First Assistant Hecre- 
tary of State under Caleb Powers, made 
an open statement here to-night in the 
preaence of witneaaea that five men to 
hia knowledge were reaponsible for the 
murder of Gov. Wm. Goebel. He saye 
they are Wm. 8. Taylor, Oharlea Finley, 
Hanry E. Yontaey, Wm. H. Onlton and 
Wharton Golden. 

"There may be others," he said, "but 
I am aatisfled that tbeae men oonapired 
to kill Goebel. After the shot was fired 
and 1 had broken open the door leading 
into Caleb Power'a private office, I saw a 
gun on the floor near the window. The 
window was raised. I thought that the 
shot bad cume from there and the mnr> 
derer had eacaped. Caleb Powers waa 
my obirf. I believed him innocent then, 
and I do to thi.-* uiomeul. I ruehed out 
and said : 'I intend to make an investiga- 
tion myself.' Taylor said: 'Matthews, 
yon are a d— d fool ; don't you know you 
will get Henry Youtsey into trouble ?' I 
said: *I don't care; I'm Assistant Secre- 
tary of State and I don't propose to rest 
under Htatenients that Goebel was shot 
from this oflice until the right people are 
captured.' .Taylor said: 'But my God, 
don't you know you will ruin us all if you 
go ahead with this business.' I replied 
that I would not be ruined." 

"Wm. 8. Taylor is guilty, and it can be 
proved. If YoutBey has told all, as I be- 
lieve he has, it will be found that the five 
men I have named are guilty 'beyond 
any reasonable doubt.'" 

Mr. Matthews also made another start- 
ling annooncement by aaying : ^ 

"Few jiereone know why Taylor and 
Vouteey were so intimate, but I t-an tell. 
Yontsey was to be made private secretary 
to Taylor if the Legislature had decided 
against Goebel. Taylor told me this 
prior to the contest, and the papers prov- 
ing this assertion were left in the Gov- 
ernor's oflice. They may be there now." 

Mr. Ed. O. Leigh to-night said the pa- 
pers left by Taylor, including Yontsey's 
application and indorsements, were left 
in the oflice of Taylor and are there now. 
"I did not know, however," said Mr. 
Leigh, "whether Taylor ever decided to 
appoint Youtsey." 

The cause for Matthews' presence here 
at tbia time is not known and his state- 
ment to-night has caused somewhat of a 
sensation in Frankfort. He never testi- 
fied but once in any of the cases of the 
Goebel conspirators and that was on a 
motion of W. H. Onlton for bail. Then 
he gave none of this information and 
since that time has never made bis ap- 
pawraaoe when called as a witness at any 
of the trials. 

"Have you given these facts to tte 
Commonwealth? he was asked. 

"I have," he replied. "They are in 
black and white and are now in the pos- 
aession of Commonwealth's Attorney 
Franklin. I have nothing to shield and 
I predict that every man guilty of the 
friaw will be convicted in less than a 
faiur. I am satisfied the Commonwealth 
now in poesesaloB ot every step and 
detail of the entire plot. Every one has 
always understood Taylor's motive hi 
aiding to kill GosAmI, fciH bo eoe knew 
Youtsey's motive. He was to be the 
Governor's Private Secretary, and of 
eoaraa was intoraated." 

Matthews' statement, coupled with 
other facta, leads all persons to believe
